A Combine 
May Be Formed Against 


Trad* Unionism 


Special to The Journal: 


CHICAGO, March 26.—It is learned 


on good authority that when the Nat- 
ional Asoclatlon. of 
Manufacturers 


meets In annual convention in New 
Orleans next month a plan will be 
proposed for welding all the leading 
manufacturer* of the United States 
Into one formidable organization in 
order that they may more effectively 
act together in common 
defense 


against the 
demands and encroach- 


ments of trades unionism. The move- 
ment was given birth at the conven- 
tion of the association held In Indiana- 
polis last year and aince that time the 
chief promoters have been actively en- 
gaged in propagating the Idea among 
the manufacturers and business men 
of the country until now it is believed 
that the scheme haa made sufficient 
progress to be launched fairly and 
squarely on the sea of public opinion. 
The association 18 much encouraged in 
its endeavors along this line by the 
success that attended it* efforts to 
defeat in the last session of congress 
the two pet measures of the labor lob- 
by, the eigh -hour and anti-Injunction 
bills. 


For more than a year President Pnr-- 


ry of the association has been Inces- 
santly at work urging the manufactur- 
ing interests to get together to combat 
the so-called menacing attitude of the 
trades unions 
At Intervals he has 


\islted Chicago, New York and other 
industrial centers and advocated be- 
fore meetings of commercial men the 
scheme of federation that he has un- 
dertaken to push through. That his 
endea\ors ha-.e not been fruitless is 
e\idenced by the fact that the employ- 
ers of this city haie lately combined to 
flpht the labor organizations and still 
more lecently the iron and steel m.in- 
uf.ictuiers of the country have com- 
bined for united action against the de- 
mands of the structural iron-workers' 
unions

LITTLE HOPE FOR CONGRESS 


HETHER or not President Roosevelt will call anoth 


er session of congress next fall U not determined, 


but there Is need enough for It. Yet it would be unsafe 
•to say that congress will do what it ought to do If given 
•the opportunity. -The chief record of congress that has 
Just expired was Us extravagance. It surpassed all pre- 
vious records, piling up the expenditures of the govern- 
ment to an extent that was astounding. 


The results cf the imperial policy on which w e have em- 


Barked are shov.n In the appropriations for the army and 
navy, which are vastly Increased over what they were pre- 
vious to the Spanish war. The wars with Spain and in the 
Philippines are over but the remembrance of them remains 
to the increasing sums spent for the malntnance of the 
military establishment. Yet with this to face, congress fail- 
ed to grant such legislation for the Philippines as Gover- 
nor Taft asserted was necessary. The folly of trying to 
govern far way dependencies under our system of govern- 
•ment is made apparent In the wretched showing of con- 
gress in the matter of leglsUltion. The Philippine Islands 
are not even territories. They have no representation 
In congress. They have no way of stating their wants ex- 
cept through the governor, who Is an appointee of the 
President. They have no votes to deliver in congress or at 
general election and have nothing to offer In return for leg- 
islation. So they suffer from neglect. 


Nothing was done by congress about currency, tariff 


revision, statehood bills, and many other measures, some 
of general and others of local Importance. The sole aim 
xrf congress appeared to bf to place the appropriations 
where they would do the most good (to the Republican 
party) and to take cure et the army and navy to please the 
President. Meanwhile the surplus la piling up and the tar- 
iff under which this unnecessary revenue Is collected re- 
mains undisturbed.
